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1* There has been constant minor patrol activity in the Peltashan area of 
Sinkiang since about 1 June. Troops on the Chinese side are Tungkane 
from Major General HAft Liu-w©n*s (?th Cavalry) Division at Chitai. There 
are no Kazakhs now with the Chinese forces in that area (P-3). 

2. The troops involved in this activity on the Mongolian People* a Republic (MPR) 
side are Mongols, and Kazakhs from the Altai area. 

3. Deserters from the MTR have said that "large” numbers of Chinese Communist 
troops have arrived in the MPR. These troops are taking no part in the 
action at Peltashan. *
